MAY PASS TO-DAY

HE Central Bank Bill, 1942, will 
reach its final stages in the Dail 
to-day, and the House will continue 
in session until the measure is 
passed and sent to the Senate. 

Should the debate on the bill not 
finish to-day, it is proposed to sit to- 
morrow. At the conclusion of this 
business the House will adjourn for the 
summer recess, 

The Report stage of the bill, com- 
pleted yesterday, brought few new 
points to the discussion, in the course 
of which several Opposition amend- 
ments were rejected. 

At one stage, when he sought to 
rovide that members of the Bank’s 
aoudivenld not be entitled to pensions, 
Mr. W. T. COSGRAVE (F.G., Cork) 
described the institution as ‘‘ a super- 
branch of thet Civil Service.”’.

CHEAPER MONEY 


Moving an amendment giving the 
bank power to subscribe for, hold, or 
sell security offered or guaranteed by 
the State which had been offered for 

ublic subscription or tender, General 
MULCAHY ( .G., Dublin, N.E.) said 
that they would not have to pay so 
much for money in the future, and if 
that clause was not inserted, which 
would go to pay for necessary work, 
the Government might find that when 
issuing a loan it would be impossible 
to get the money which was required 
at a reasonable rate. As the section 
stood, the bank could only buy Govern- 
ment securities that were actually in 
the hands of some other person. 

Mr. O’KELLY said that he under- 
stood that when two-thirds of a loan 
was subscribed the Stock Exchauge 
would issue a quetation. He would be 
very glad to get money for public pur- 
poses at cheap rates. They could do 
much more with it. He did not think 
it wouid be wise to accept the amend- 
ment, because though it might help to 
get cheaper money it also opened a door 
that could be used to the disadvantage 
of the State. Though Governments 
might not use this it was better not to 
tempt them. 

The amendment was defeated. 


NOTE ISSUE BACKING 
An effort by General MULCAHY to 


secure that three of the six panel 
nominees to be submitted to the 
Minister for selection as directors 
should be nominated by the directors 
of the associated banks, and the others 
by the executive committee of the Irish 
Bank Officials’ Association, was un- 
successful, and an amendment by Mr.

BANKS’ “BLUFF” 
PROF. A. O'RAHILLY’S VIEW 


“The modern bank is the up-to-date 
equivalent of a gold mine,” stated Pro- 
fessor A. O’Rahilly, in the course of a 

ublic address, entitled ‘‘Men and 
foney,” in the Mansion House, 
Dublin, last night. 

The biggest amount of money was, 
he said, created, not by the State, but 
by the banks. The attitude of the 
banks to the State was simply pre- 
posterqus to anybody who believed in 
the interests of democracy, and their 
continued denial of social functions 
would drive people into advocating 
nationalisation of the banks. He did 
not want nationalisation of the banks, 
but he objected to the banks bluffing 
the public. :

BOMB DAMAGE 
COMPENSATION 


2,034 CLAIMS LODGED 


R. O’KELLY, moving in the 
Dail a sum of £170,000 for 
Damage Property (Neutrality) 
Compensation, said that claims arose 
in the main from one or other of the 
bombing incidents at Campile in 
August, 1940; at Sandycove, Co. 
Dublin, in December, 1940; at Tere- 
nure and the South Circular road, 
Dublin, in January, 1941, and at the 
North Strand in May, 1941. 

There were other incidents causing 
less extensive injuries, arising from the 
dropping of bombs in Carlow, Louth. 
Wicklow, or the explosion of land or 
sea mines by the Army authorities, or 
from sea mines exploding from time to 
time around the coast—notably in Co. 
Wexford. The expenditure under the 
Act in 1941-’42 amounted to £111,880 
(out of a vote provision of £115,000). 
The bulk of it was paid to local 
authorities in recoupment of moneys 
mm by them—under the authority of 
the Government—on repairs to injured 
dwellinghouses and on cash advances 
for the purchase of immediate necess}- 
ties in the shape of furniture and/or 
clothing. The Act allowed a period of 
twelve months for the lodgment of 
claims; 2,034 applications, amounting 
to £317,Q@00, had so far (30th June, 
1942) been lodged—including 18 from 
Campile, 20 from Sandycove, 397 from 
Terenure and South Circular road, and 
1,488 from the North Strand. Claims 
were still coming in at the rate of 25 
to 30 each week. 

Offers of compensation had been 
made in 970 cases, in very few of which 
had the amounts offered been ques- 
tioned by the applicants; in all of these 
cases agreement was eventually reached 
with one exception, which was under 
further examination. If an applicant 
was not satisfied with the amount 
offered, he could refuse the offer and 
apply to the Circuit Court for compen- 
sation. The Minister for Finance was 
entitled to refuse to make an offer of 
compensation and to leave the appli- 
ecant—if he so desired—to seek his 
remedy in the court. This course had, 
however, been adopted only in about 
24 cases, in which the entire claims 
were clearly outside the scope of the 
Act. In no case, so far, had application 
heen made to the Circuit Court for 
compensation. 

The estimate also included provision 
for the payment that would fall to be 
made to the Dublin Corporation in re- 
spect of the buildings in the North 
Strand area which they were in process 
of acquiring for the purpose of a town 
planning scheme; under the Act the 
Corporation would be entitled to a pay- 
ment equivalent to the diminution in 
the market value of the acquired pro- 
perty occasioned by the bombing, 
while they, in their turn, would be re- 
sponsible for the payment of compen- 
sation to the owners or other persons 
having an estate, right or interest in 
the acquired property, on the basis of 
the condition of the properts before the 
injury took place.

Translated into military action, this 
means a driving in of a number of 
wedges into the has front, and then 
encircling and liguidating the com- 
batants caught between a given pair of 
wedges. i 
Perhaps the easiest way to illustrate 
will be by referring back to Rommel's 
recent, attack in Libya, where the pro- 
cedure was very similar, and of which 
the details are altogether more familiar. 
Rommel’s main effort, it will be 
recalled, was not a ‘‘ wedge”’ in the 
strict sense, but an outflanking move- 
ment around Bir Hakeim. It might, 
however, have been a wedge—if there 
had been an additional Allied force at 
some distance south of Bir Hakeim. 
But in between Gazala and Bir Hakeim, 
it will be remembered that two genuine 
wedges were driven—some ten miles 
apart. It is true that what was 
enclosed in this instance was principally 
a great field of land mines, but there 
were also some covering forces ; and, 
in any event, the land mines served as 
defending troops. When the Axis 
forces had cleaned up this first 
“‘ kettle’ the ten-mile belt automati- 
cally became a new and more powerful 
‘“ wedge,’’ pressing against Bir Hakeim 
from the north. Bir Hakeim thus 
became encircled in turn, and Rommel 
marked time elsewhere until it was 
disposed of. 


** ENCIRCLEMENT '” 


The Keil und Kessel procedure is 
not a departure from former German 
methods: it is merely a bringing of 
them into line with modern technical 
developments. Thus, it embodies the 
complete encirclement aims of 
Schlieffen—but applied only to succes- 
sive portions of the enemy host, in- 
stead of to the whole. Again, it 
largely implements the teachings of 
Clausewitz and Moltke—that the most 
effective war-method is to combine 
Offensive strategy and defensive 
tactics, as far as it is possible to 
achieve that. When the ‘wedges have 
been driven deeply in, two incline 
towards each other. The encircled 
fraction must then attack to force its 
way out—the encircling forces mean- 
while reinforcing at all points as fast 
as they can. The encircling forces in 
question need not attack at all—at

Incidentally, it 
may be noted, the Germans them- 
selves, in such a case reversed, invari- 
ably~ ‘‘ hedge-hog,’’ and get supplied 
by air: they do not fight themselves to 
exhaustion in vain endeavours to break
